Others, who insisted on looking out of doors and windows 
when volleys were being fired upon the rioters by the soldiers, 
were arrested. Residents of the city say that they received no 
orders to remain indoors. 

The present trouble began at Lodz last Tuesday, after the 
funeral of the victims of the conflict between troops and Terror- 
ists the previous Sunday. 

The Christians were permitted to bury their dead but the 
Jews were prohibited from doing so, and the police secretly in- 
terred the bodies of the Jews at night, which excited indignation, 
and Terrorist riots were initiated Thursday. 

The most serious phas: of the rioting developed when the 
crowd deliberately pillaged liquor shops. A number of persons, 
inflamed by drink, lad a crowd of at least fifty thousand to fur: 
ther and more serious attacks. , 

Police and military were attacked wherever they appeared in 
small force and many individual members were killed. 

After pillaging the liquor shops, the crowd set fire to them 
and prevented the firemen from extinguishing the flames. This 
was repeated deliberately at many places. 

CHILDREN KISS RED FLAGS. 

Friday, the fury of the mob found full vent, and even chil- 
dren, caught by the contagion, were seen kissing red flags and 
heard swearing thatthey were ready to die for liberty. 

A Jewish girl mounted a box in the market square and ad- 
dressed an immense crowd. Suddenly. the police appeared, fired 
a volley and the gir! fell dead.

Women and children were butchered 
by troops and constabulary in both cit- 
les throughout the day and fearful re- 
prisals were taken by matrons, young 
girls and little ones. Daughters of 
revolutionists, of years so few it would 
seem they could know little of political 
conditions, from sunrise till long past 
dark. led the mob in furious attacks on 
the Cossacks. A Cossack was shot 
dead in Lodz by a girl 13 years old. 
Another gir! of about the same age was 
killed by a soldier when addressing a 
group of revolutionisis in the market 
equere of that city. Even younger 
children stood in full view of the vol- 
levying Cossacks, pressing red flags to 
their lips and hearts, vowed to fight for 
liberty to the death. 

As fast as workmen left the factories 
they took up qgms and formed them 
selves into companies and regiments. 
Berricades were thrown across street 
after street In Warsaw, as well as in 
Lodz. Well-armed men knelt behind 
them and poured deadly volleys into 
the Cossack cavairy every time the 
troopers charged. 

WIRE ENTANGLEMENTS USED. 

Telegraph, telephone and lighting 
wires were torn down and twisted 
among carts, wagons, cars, coaches, 
ambulances and hearses used in build- . 
ing barricades. Wires also were strung 
across the roads in trochas, which 
stopped the onrush of cavalrymen | 
more effectually than whole batteries 
of artillery could have checked them. | 
Rarbed wire was used in many in- 
stances, the cruel wounds it inflicted 
maddening the Cossacks's horses, 
throwing entire squadrons into con- 
fusion. 

Nor were the revolutionists without 
artillery. Gunes of all kinds and sizes 
were mounted on barricades and 
though seldom more than two were 5 
be seen in any one place. these little 
batteries commanded long vistas of 
streets and avenues. The cannon were 
charged with imprompte missiles of 
every sort, fran army ammunition to 
old-fashioned bullets and slugs cut 
hastily from bits of lead pipe torn 
from neighboring houses and from 
street lamps. 

APPALLING TOTAL ADDED TO.

LODZ, July Ihe casualties up to 
noon add eighteen killed or wounded 
to yesterday's appalling total. So far 
as yet ascertained. 130 persons were 
killed or hurt while fighting officers

Of the wounded, 2320 
sustained only slight injuries, which 
were attended to on the spot by the 
ambulance surgeons. 

All the hospitals of the city are filled 
to overflowing and, owing to the in- 
sufficient number of beds, many of the 
wounded are ing on the floors.

TO EPSOM DOWNS. 

Epsom Downs, where the races take 
place, is sixteen miles from ‘town. 
While it may be reached by train, the 
animated road must be chosen by him 
who does the Derby for the first 
time. Where all the coaches come 
from one cannot guess, but at a very 
early hour all through London the 
merry crowds came tooting along, the 
women gay and attractive in light 
clothes, despite the threatened rain. 
And beyond the suburbs on the country 
road, from all the countryside, vehicles 
kept pouring in—vehicles of all descrip- 
tions, sometimes two or three abreast. 
motor cars, coaches, bicycles, hansoma, 
the wagons of the “butcher, baker and 
candlestick maker; anything and er- 
erything that was only capable of be- 
ing drawn by a horse and of carrying 
people. And crowding between, filling 
up the interMices, as it were, were the 
pedestrians. 

Provisions of the finest sorts were 
carried by the coaches, with wines a- 
plenty and a wagonioad of dishes and 
waiters to look out for the luxurious 
comfort of the riders. It was no un- 
usual sight to see a coach drawn by 
the roadside quite early in the day, its 
occupants feasting upon the provisions, 
while the horses rested a bit. The 
little roadside inns and taverns were 
crowded with surrounding wagons, 
sopping for refreshments, the ruder 
people and coachmen munching sand- 
wiches and drinking ale. The wagons 
dashed by—the one, with an uplifted 
umbrella torn to shrete as a joke; the 
next with ite riders enjoying a social 
game of cards; the third with a fam- 
lly party down to the baby in arma, 
and the fourth with its occupants gay 
with primrose and rese-colored tissue 
hats, Lord Rosebery’s colors, worn al- 
ready in honor of the hoped-for vic- 
tory of Cicero. ’ 

WHOLE COUNTRYSBIDDB OUT. 

Finally the course was neared, and 
then indeed the whole countryside 
seemed turned loose. From all direc- 
tlona they came—afeoot and on wheel, 
Entrance to the course ts free.

One hundred and fifty thousand pe>- 
ple there surely were present—200,000 ur 
500,000 there might have been-—for the 
mind, bewlldered. falls to grasp the 
number of this strange sight to the un- 
accustomed eve; this concourse and 
jumble of wealth and poverty, of itin- 
erant hawkers, lemonade sellers, pedes- 
trains, coaches, wagons, beggars and 
what not. 
TRYING FOR PLACE. 

With cracking of whip and cries of 
the horses, the coaches and wagons line 
up and try for place, their horses being 
led away until the races are over. The 
people on the coaches are served by all 
attentive waiters, with their luncheons, 
including strawberries, champagne and 
every imaginable luxury. Below, 
all around, stand the riff-raff of hu- 
manity, beggars of all descriptions, 
hungry wretches with hungry eyes fas- 
tened on every mouthful eaten. We 
fed probably a dosen. But wagonloads 
would not have satisfied that starving 
horde. Where one man, satiat 
dropped out of the eagerly-expectan 
tile, two took hie place. 

A gypsy band of women and children 
who, they say, always follow the races 
in England, roamed over the place, tell- 
ing fortunes, rting, begging, display- 
ing their babies for aympathy, and 
gathering bones and refuse of all sorts 
in their aprons for future use. Not a 
scrap of lettuce nor a morsel of bread 
nor a picked bone fell, but that some 
starved wretch dived with lightning- 
like rapidity under the carriage to 
pick it up and devour it with eagerness. 

Meanwhile the race took place and 
minstrels of all sorts, eager for stray 
pennies, did their little turns. A band 
of three gotten up as coons, two girls 
with guitars, a contortionist on the 
hard roadway, a couple of pugilists 
sparring with each other, a prestidigt- 
tateur, a pitifully cracked soprano, a 
wheezy organ with a hoarse basso, and 
others there were.

Under a State low, certain school dis- 
tricts lying close in, under county u- 
pervision, have been admitted under 
city regulation. Schools lying to the 
south of the regular district have been 
special beneficiartes. 

When this bond matter, therefore, 
goes to the Supreme Court of Califor- 
nia, as it undoubtedly will, the State 
law will undoubtedly be declared un- 
constitutional, and the tributary 
schools at once severed from all con- 
nection with the city system. 

This will work a most serious dis- 
ruption in the city schools, and will for 
the time complete disorganize the 
county system. 

It may necessitate, among other 
things, a complete redistricting, and 
will at least be an increased tax to the 
county. 

The peovle of the localities affected 
will be without schools for their chil- 
dren, without teachers, and without 
any means of getting these, until a re- 
adjustment is effected. 

Said Charles Cassat Davis yesterday, 
after the board session: “The fight on 
the school bonds will without doubt go 
to the Supreme Court, and will there 
end in a complex tangle of technicalli- 
ties for both city and county. 

“An attempt will be made to get ge- 
tion as soon at possible, but this will 
work confusion with the people of the 
outlying cistricte. Their children will 
perforce have to go to school in tents, 
or shacks, or any temporary shelter, 
until such a readicetment can be made. 

“The laws conflict: there is no doubt 
of that. They were each made for a 
different purpose, and the coming 
court diecursion affects not only the

schools of every city and county, as 
thie decision will cstabileh a prece- 
dent.”

Lifetime of Experience in Profession 
Counts for Naught in His Effort to 
Gain Privilege to Practice, While 
Callow Youths Fresh from College 
* Him by. 


A pathetic figure at the examinations 
now being conducted by the 
Board. of Dental Examiners is a little 
old man of nearly 70 years who is 
struggling to obtain a license to prac- 
tlee the profession in which he has 
had a lifetime of experience in another 
State. 1 

He falled last year to gain the neces- 
sary marks on his answers to the tech- 
nical and “catch” questions, and has 
bobbed up serenely this year to make 
another attempt. 

He's too vigorous to lie on the shelf; 
he made a professional success in his 
old home in the East—and he needs 
the money to support his family. 

When the old man, with gray hair 
and beard, appeared among the half- 
hundred students fresh from college to 
apply for the examination, he was ac- 
companied by his wife and daughter. 
Their presence seemed to lend encour- 
agement to him; their hearts have been 
torn for days at the necessity compell- 
ing him to go through the trying or- 
deal.

„N UCH ADO ABOUT NOTHING.” 
A portion of the Los Angeles 
public is, at the present writing, excit- 
ing itself to an abnormal degree over 
the fact that the directors of the City 
Library have seen fit to change libra- 
rians, Miss Mary L. Jones having been 
relieved of the duties of that position, 
and Mr. Charles F. Lummis having 
been, afterward, elected to fill the 
vacancy. And, as we say, when these 
facts became known, a portion of the 
community immediately tnmersed it- 
self jn a seething pot of heatedness. 

But, as far as can be learned, the 
bulk of the people—the great, vast, 
level-headed body of the public—is 
preserving its usual calm. The whis- 
tles blow in the morning, and men are 
seen going to work as heretofore. The 
banks open at the usual hour, the de- 
partment stores, the hotels, the fac- 
tories and the milig continue to do 
business, The song of the saw, as it 
cleaves through untold millions of feet 
of redwood and other kinds of timber 
used in the construction of the miles 
of new houses we are bullding, goes 
on singing its glad music of peace and 
prosperity. The number of kegs of 
nails that are being opened appears 
to have undergone no serious diminu- 
tion. Everything is as it was, or per- 
haps even more so. 

On the surface, and without digging 
down under the skin, it would seem 
that it is all another case of “much 
ado about nothing.” On the common- 
law doctrine that controls the relations 
between master and fant, it would 
seem that if the library directors saw 
fit to remove Miss Jones for no other 
reason than that they no longer de- 
sired to retain her, the board’s action 
is justifiable. Furthermore, if the 
board saw fit to employ Charles F. 
Lummis to fill the vacancy, surely they 
had a right to do so. Miss Jones may 
have been a competent person, and Mr. 
Lummis may also prove to be equally 
competent. The public as fot very 
greatly concerned as to a comparison 
of the abilities of these two lime-light 
personages. What the public wants 
is a librarian, and whether it's Jones or 
Lummis makes no difference to the 
man Who desires to get hold of the 
books, so long as the position is being 
properly attended to and iis duties 
honestly performed. 

It is not an occasion for fireworks. 
There is no need to order a special elec- 
tion. Let that part of the public which 
is losing sleep over this thing go out 
through the highways and byways of 
the municipality, and it will be found 
that fully two-thirds of the population 
are not giving the matter a second 
thought. Nevertheless, and notwith- 
standing all these considerations, The 
Times believes that, under the peculiar 
circumstances of the case, a thorough 
investigation, as promised by Mayor 
McAleer, should be made into the facts 
of the case before the dismissal! of Miss 
Jones shall become a finality. Let jus- 
tice be done though the heavens fall 
and all the bookcases in the library be 
tumbled to the floor.

ALIFORNIA’S HEALTH. 

From the report of the State 
Board of Heaith it appears that the 
total number of deaths in the State 
during the month of May amounted. to 
II, out of a population of 930,350, the 
death rate for the month being 1.28 
per 1000, and the annual rate 15.21 per 
1000. The specific causes of death are 
given as follows, for the month: Tu- 
bercvlosis, 202; heart disease, 136; 
pneumonia, 91; cancer, 83: stomach, 
diarrhoea and dysentery, 24; 
typhoid fever, 20; bronchitis, 15; diph- 
| ‘theria, 13; cerebro-spinal meningitis, 
| it: aleoholism, & 

This is an extremely high death rate 
~for California. It is greatly exceed- 
ed in many other sections and coun- 
tries. Rut for California, the sanatoe- 
rium of the world. the figures look 
hich, unless we go beneath the surface 
to ascertain the cane. 

There is not much need to go far be- 
neath the surface to find the reagfon 
for the abnormally hig death rate in 
California. Under erdinary ‘and nor- 
mal conditions the death rate in Can 
fornia would be very much lower than 
the statistics show it to be: lower, 
very likely, than the death rate of any 
other State in the Union or region of 
gun area in the world. But the 
fleath rate given by the statistics’ of 
the State Board of Health is not the 
real death rate for California. It ie an 
artificial death rate, produced by ab- 
normal and artificial conditions. +

The 
thousands of unfortunates who come 
to us annually (and who are welcome 
to come if their cases he not utterly 
hopeless) sefve to swell the annual 
death rate to proportions which it 
would not otherwise attain. 

But it is a high testimonial to the 
salubrity of California, that, notwith- 
Standing the constant 
vallds doomed to certain death in their 
near future, the death rate of the 
State is much lower than that of 
many other States of the Union, and 
lower than that of most countries of 
Europe. These facts demonstrate con- 
clusively that California has few if 
any rivals in the world as a health- 
ful place of residence. 


ACK TO THE LAND. 

That is interesting information 
which comes in the form of a dispatca 
from Chicago, saying that the demand 
in that city for harvest hands to go to 
Kansas and the Northwest is so great 
that many sturdy high-school! boys are 
taking advantage of the situation to 
earn money during the summer vaca- 
tion. In this respect, the high-school 
students are following a practice which 
has been quite common among college 
studenis for many years, and it is a 
practice to be commended. 

There are thousands of strong young 
men in Chicago, and in other cities 
throughou, the country, who would be 


country during the summer—or at any 
other time of year, for that matter— 
with plenty of vigorous outdoor work 
to keep their muscles firm, their eyes 
clear, their nerves steady. and their 
general health in prime condition. It 
would seem ‘that, though the harvest is 
plentiful, the laborers are few, for the 
Chicago agencies report that they are 
unable to fill one-twentieth of the de- 
mand for workers, and they say, fur- 
ther, that “there never was a year 
when so many and so urgent calls were 
made from small farms.” 

This is a healthful indication. Tt 
temis to show that the owners of small 
farms are p rous, and that they 
have large crops to care for—vhich is 
the principal reason, no doubt, that 
they are prosperous. The fact that the 
demand for workmen is so far in ad- 
vance of the supply is obviously a good 
indication, though it creates a rather 
unpleasant situation for the farmers, 
small and large. It was not so very 
jong ago that there were twenty work- 
men seeking one job, instead of twenty 
jobs seeking one workman. Happily, the 
time of zwenty workmen to one job is 
past, and we all hope that it may never 
return. 

But perhaps the most encouragi 
phase of the situation above noted is 
the statement that “20 per cent. of the 
men who ga from Chicago to the farms 
like the experience and freedom of life 
so well that they do not return to the 
city.” This indicates a practical re- 


Sistence, which must be highly grati- 
fying to the student of sociology, who 
has been forced to deplore, for many 
years past, the increasing tendency of 
men to herd in the cities. If this ten- 
dency is being reversed—if the denizens 
of the cities are beginning to return 
for nourishment and strength to the 
bosom of our common mother—then, in- 
deed, are we as a people to be con- 
gratulated. 

The real, the fundamental source of 
national strength and greatness is in 
the farm; and the small farmer is pref- 
erable to the man of wealth who owns 
und cultivates (by proxy) hundreds or 
thousands of acres for the small far- 
mer is an independent home-builder. 
His success, and his increase in num- 
bers mean increase and growth of in- 
dependent citizenship; and upon this 
solid rock the splendid fabric of our 
republic is founded. 


A DANGEROUS PEST. 


Those who were in Southern Call- 
fornia fifteen years or more ago will 
remember the devastation caused 
among the orange groves by a pestif- 
erous bug called the white cotton 
cushion scale. At one time, #0 se- 
rious was the condition of affairs that 
some people went so far as to deciare 
that the orange-growing industry of 
Southern California would soon be a 
thing of the past. Then an epjemolo- 
gist named Koebele brought up from 
Austrailia a useful little-insect That de- 
voured the scale at a great rate, so 
that within a year or «o from that date 
the pest had disappeared. Since then, 
whenever it shows itself anywhere oa 
a small Cale n is only necessary to 
liberate in the grove a few of these 
predatory insects, which soon clean out 
the intruder. 

The orange growers of Southern Call- 
fornia are now threatened with an- 
other insect pest that is said to be 
more dangerous than tie white cottony 
cushion stale. It is known as the 
Florida white fly. It was.first de- 
scribed by, entomologists in 1893, though 
occurring in Florida many years pre- 
vious to that time. This insect is a 
scale in its first stages, then chang- 
ing to a fly, both male and female be- 
ing winged. In the true scale the fe- 
male is never equipped with wings. 
Hence the extreme danger of its over- 
running the State if it ever gets a hold 
here. 

Two years ago the State Entomolo- 
gist of Florida estimated the direct 
damage caused by this fly to be $500,- 
000, It has spread more rapidly during 
the last two years and the loss to the 
State is now not less than $1,600,000 
annually. The fly secretes honeydew 
abundantly on ieh grows the sooty 
mold. The mold forms a close, emoth- 
ering membranous covering that pe- 
comes so dense that it may be peeled 
off like paper. Mold delays ripening of 
the frult, makes the quality very much 
inferior and lessens or totally destroys 
the bearing qualities af the treea, 

The Aleyrodes citri—its propername— 
infects many other than citrus plants. 
It is found upon the China berry tree, 
the Japan persimmon, Jessamine, mock 
orange and the oak, consequently may 
be brought to California upon trees or 
Plants from any part of the United 
States. The danger of ite introduction 
is extreme. Measures for ite exclusion 
should be radical, Many lots of plants 
in Los Angeles county have deen 
burned by the Horticultural Commis 
sioners within the past few weeks>No 
plants should be ordered from Fié?Pidu 
by our people. No plants can de 
brought into the county by freight or 
express without inspection, and nego- 
tiations are under way to have all post.

Remember, there is no remedy for the 
white fly, and as the female is a winged 
creature there is no possibility of its 
control when once firmly fixed upon the 
State. Back up the Horticultural Com- 
‘missioners in their efforts to prevent 
the introduction of this great pest. — 


DRINKS—BY ALL MEANS. 
The city chemist deserves, and 
should receive, the support of all good 
citizens in the campaign which he has 
started against the sale in Los An- 
geles of adulterated liquors. One of 
the greatest evils of the time ts the sale 
of adulterated foods and drinks. All 
efforts intended or calculated to min- 
imize this evil are certainly worthy of 
hearty support and commendation. 

By a two-thirds majority the people 
of Los Angeles have decided that the 
sale of liquor in the city shall not be 
absolutely prohibited. If liquor is 10 
be sold at all, by all means tet the 
liquor that ‘s sold be pure. Adultera- 
tions of liquors are as harmful, and as 
clearly against the public good, as adul- 
terations of foods. Public opinion will 
unanimously support all officials who 
go to the full extent of their legal au- 
therity in an endeavor to stamp out the 
evils of adulteration of either food 
products or drinks. 1 
Legislation designed to prevent the 
sale of adulterated products has not yet 
been perfected to such an extent that 
it is entirely effective. But there is 
one way, so far as Los Angeles is con- 
cerned, by which the sale of poisoned 
whisky may be reduced to a markedly 
beneficial minimum. The Police Com- 


mission has power to revoke the 
licenses of dealers found guilty of deal- 
ing owt adulterated liquors. If the 


commistion will unhesitatingly exercise 
this power in cises where guilt has 
been proved, the evil can no doubt be 
stopped, or practically stopped. 

One of the many dvantages of the 
Gothenburg system is that it will, if 
put into operation, afford an absolute 
guaranty that only pure liquors shall 
be sold. This fact, in itself, is enough 
to warrant a thorough and honest trina 
ot the Gothenburg system. The many 
other benefits of that system need not 
be enlarged upon here. The plan 
has been tested and its highest recom- 
mendation is the success which it has 
achieved. Until we have the admir- 
able Gothenburg system established in 
Los Angeles, however, there will be 
need for vigilance on the part of the 
local authorities to prevent the sale of 
potsonous drinks and poisonous foods, 


WESTERN WONDER. 

Andrew Carnegie, besides being a 
multi-miliienaire, has had the added 
distinction of having a Hard named 
for him. But it is no common lizard; 
in fact, it does not belong to any living 
species. Some millions of years ago, 
when the Ocean shores were tepid, and 
the soft herbaceous plants of that pe- 
riod flourished in luxurious abundance, 
there was a reptilian creature belong- 
ing to the dinesaur family which is 
perhaps one of the most extraordinary 
animals that have been preserved in 
the paleogzeic rocks of remote geolog- 
ical ages. 

The bones from which the gigantic 
reptile was bullt up were dug from the 
jurassic beds of Wyoming, that Wwon- 
derful graveyard of strange life-forms 
coinetdent with the earliest develop- 


ment of the pre-mammal races. The 
name conferred upon this recently-ex- 
humed saurian is Diplodocus Carnegii, 
and it has been set up in the museum 
at Pittsburgh. No room of ordinary di. 


grant from the wild western pleins. 
Ite length, as mounted, is 75 feet, and 
its height at the shoulder, 14 feet. A 
neck 30 feet long, taper ent to a small 
serpent-like head, is thrust horizon- 
tally forward from the com ‘ratively 
short body, and a tall 20 feet in length 
falis to and is dragged upon the 
ground, ending like a whiplash. 

Its skull contains the smallest brain 
cavity known to any of the giant sau- 
rians, Indicative of ite early entrance 
upon the stage of four-footed reptiles. 
The nasal apertures, located on the top 
of the skull, are evidence of its am- 
phibious nature, still further confirmed 
by its pecullar teeth, which #cem 
adapted only to a diet of soft water 
plants. Ite long legs and sprawling feet 
seem well suited for wading. Imagine 
this terrific creature, after gorging 
itself with luscious seaweeds, slowly 
emerging from the water to the sandy 
shore, ite huge. leviathan bak, its 
long. swaying, python-like neck, and 
its protruding, lash-shaped tan an 
silhouetted against the gray carbon- 
laden sky of those primeval ages of 
the earth. 

The importance of this new addition 
to the scientific specimens of the 
world’s paleontological fauna is at- 
tested by the fact that a full-sized 
model of the skeleton has been pre- 


sented by Mr. Carnegie to the British 
Museum, and ite reception by Lord 
Avebury was made the occasion for as- 
sembling the trustees and a targe and 
representative company. Thus the 
cause of ecience and two great mu- 
seumes—the Pittsburgh and the Brit- 
ish—are indebted to the wealth and the 
munificence of Mr. Cafnegie.

The proclamatior issued by the 
les Independent Gas Company is in 
the form ot a postal card with a 

rinted address to “Our Friends and 

trons,” under the suggestive heading 
in blood red letters, “Lowe Gas.” This 
postal effusion is in the nature of a 
stimulant to those comparatively few 
persons who naturally have not viewed 
with equanimity th thought that 
their gas might be'shut off by the com- 
pany's anxious creditors. As an add 
tional Rip to the sensibilities of these 
patrons and “friends,” they are admon- 
ished that the Lowe product i» the only 
brand that they ever will be sat'«fled 
with, and tbat the yare getting really 
more than their money's worth. 
The people living in the district adja- 
cent to the Arroyo Seco have despaired 
of getting any relief from the nuieance 
at their doors the Board of Ku- 
pervisors, and now the matter is car- 
ried into the courts... The action ‘is 
brought by Willkm I.. Judson, owner 
of the Art Institute on the edge of the 
Arroyo. 

The charges are that the gas plant is

chased, and it is promised that incor- 
poration papers for the enterprise soon 
will be obtained. It is said the doors 
of the schoo! will open in October. - 
L. N. Brunswig, partner in the whole- 
sale drug firm of F. W. Braun & Co,, is 
he proncipal movers in the plan. 
Mr. Braun aleo is interested, and the 
educators who are lending their sup- 
port to the movement aré Prof. Walter 
T. Teylor, lately and for many years a 
leading instructor in the New Orleans 
College of Pharm cy, of which he was 
one of the founders; Prof. C. W. Am, 
lecturer on pharmacy and materia med- 
ica at the Detroit College of Pharmacy, 
and Prof. Stabler, lecturer on chemistry 
at the University of Southern Califor- 
nia, also of the Southern California 
Dental College. 

“There is need for a college of phar- 
macy in Los Angeles.“ said Mr. Bruns- 
wig, yesterday, “although there is an 
excellent college in San Francisco, 
which is the only one of the kind on 
the Pacific Coast. I believe the nearest 


coll aside from that are at New 
Orleans and at St. Louis. 
“There probaly are five hundred 


pharmacists in and near Los Angeles, 
and as the population tncreases there 
will be a corresponding growth in the 
number of men in this profession.

The loca- 
tions made at this time, however, re- 
sulted in but little development being 
done, and no valuable discoveries were 
made until several years later, and 
after the original locations, many ot 
them, at least, had gone by default. 
Later on the oll excitement in the lo- 
cal fields took the place of everything 
else, and for the time being mining was 


| practically a forgotten indusry. The 


tide turned, however, with the drop in 
the price of oj] and the downward 
plunge in the value of stocks, and in 
order to recoup their lost fortunes the 
attention of investors was once more 
turned to mining. The Amalie district 
received its share of attention, and as 
a result there are today in that vicinity 
a number of mines under development 
which, judging from present indica- 
tions, promise to add millions to the 
mineral output of Kern county, now 
the banner county of the State for the 
viue of its mineral wealth. 
FAVORABLE CONDITIONS. 

One thing above all others favorable 
to the Amalie district is its close prox- 
imity to transportation facilities. It is 
but fifteen miles from the heart to Ca- 
liente station, on the Southern Pacific 
and Sante Fé. The road is over an 
easy grade through Caliente Creek 
Cafion, lined with shade trees that 
make the trip a most delightful one. 
There is an abundance of water for all 
needs of the prospector, mine or mill 
operator. 

So far silver has predominated, but 
some very high gold values have been 
found. There is very little copper. 

SMELTER ON THE GROUND. 

The ledges opened so far are of base 
ore, and the higher grades are sent to 
the smelter, but considerable value is 
saved by milling and shipping the con- 
centrates. 

For some time the mine owners of 
the district had in contemplation the 
erection of a plant to reduce the ores 
on the ground and thereby save the 
freight and hauling charges incurred in 
shipping to San Francisco, but were 
kept from it for the simple reason that 
no lead ore had been discovered, and 
that was one of the most necessary 
adjuncts to the successfui working of 
the ore. This difficulty, apparently. at 
least, has been overcome by the discov- 
ery at the head of Horse Cafion by Phii- 
lips brothers of an immense body of ore 
carrying a high percentage of gaiena in 
addition to paying values in gold and 
silver. Several tests of this ore show 
values as high as % per cent. galena, 
and it also carries lime in sufficient 
quantity to make it a fluxing ore of 
the highest quality. Little development 
work has been done, however, and the 
extent of the deposit is as yet probie- 


matical.

THE OLD COWBOY. 


To reach the Old Cowboy it is nec- 
essary to leave the road leading up the 
cafion and take a trail to the left up 
the mountain side.
